War Conditions Reflected 
In Telephone Service 


The problem of providing telephone service for the general 
public while we give the government the service the situation 
demands is similar to that of the transportation and manufactur­ 
ing concerns. 
Railroads must serve the 
government first. 
Manufacturers must adapt their facilities to the needs of the gov­ 
ernment. 
So with us telephone facilities must be always at the 
call of the government everywhere. 


It is not surprising under these conditions that the activities 
incident to the war are reflected in the service of every private 
/a n d public industry. 
The same crowded condition which you 
observe in the streets, in the hotels, stores, street cars, and on 
railroad trains, is true in our operating rooms, although the tele­ 
phone users cannot see it.

The calling rate, that is the number of calls per telephone 
per day, both local and long distance, has increased from 20 to 
100 per cent, and in many instances this unforeseen and unpre­ 
cedented volume of traffic has caused the service at times to be 
below our usual standard.
